Dear General Smith: 


In view of the treatment of United States missions in the Hast- 
ern European satellites, the Department of State has had under 
continuing review the question of whether to maintain missions in 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, and Rumania. The Department still 
favors the maintenance of these missions so long as the practical 
advantages outweigh the disadvantages and the situation of our 

representatives is not made intolerable. 


In this connection it would be most helpful if the Secretary 
of State could have a coordinated memorandum from the IAC agencies 
setting forth the value, from an intelligence point of view, of the 
maintenance of American missions in these four countries. 


T would like to suggest that this proposal be placed on the 
agenda for the next meeting of the IAC. It would be helpful if the 
memorandum could be completed by February 29th so that it might be 
considered by the Chiefs of the American Missions in the four 
satellites at their annual meeting in Paris.
